NOW AND THEN. 



Eiiily in the piubuut year the people 
of tliQ interior woro in u stale of do- 
jectiouand alarm. Tho magniiicout 
trunk road that had cost nearly $1 ,000,- 
OOO bad been suffered by tho then 
Obief Commissioner to sink into a 
Btate'of decay and partial ruin. Bates 
of freight wbioh, under a previous ad- 
miuistratioD, bad been quite reasona- 
ble, bad risen to a height that rendered 
the carriage of merchandize over the 
road almost prohibitive. A teamster 
leaving Yale for the interior during 
the summer of 1875 may be said to 
have carried his life in bis hands, 
because of the numerous "breaks" in 
the road and the rotten condition of 
tho cribbing. Two or three accidentH 
had occurred involving the loss of 
much valunA)lo property. The Chief 
Commissioner had been informed by 
telegram, by letter, and by deputation 
of tho unsafe condition of tho road. 
To every appeal he liad returned the 
insulting answer, "My information is 
different from yours," and declined to 
ix\e any vigorous step towards pro- 
tecting tho lives and property of his 
fellow citizens. Where ten men were 
required to repair a "break" he had 
sent three; and where obstructions had 
occurred they were suffered to block 
traffic until the freighting season had 
nearly slipped away. At one time last 
year the town of Yale was filled 
with goods, destined for the interior, 
which teamsters could not be induced 
to move for love or money; and when, 
the road having been partially cleared 
of obstructions and the "breaks" 
temporarily patched, teamsters 
were found who were willing to run 
the risk of losing their wagons and 
animals, they naturally doubled tho 
rates for the carriage of gouda that 
they would have been glad to accept 
when the road was in good order. 
These rates, as a matter of course, full 
heavily upon the consumer by largely 
iner.Hiaing the price of goods, u;id caused 
a universal outcry of indignation from 
all parts of the interior. As may well 
be supposed, the outlook was the 
bluest of tho blue at the commence 
ment of the present year; and when 
the Elliott Government came into 
power the condition of tho wagon-road 
could not have been worse; for be it 
remembered that whilst the most ne- 
cessary repairs were being denied a 
road that it was of the utmost im- 
portance to maintain in a state of good 
repair, thousarulH — aye, hundreds of 
thousands of dullara wo;e being wasl. 
ed on a new road from Westminster 
to Yale — a road over which not a sin- 
gle hoof has passed this year 1— and 
$45,000 was being thrown into Ques- 
nel river in an attempt to construct a 
bridge with the niani pier resliijg in 
the deepest part of the main channel of 
the river 1 "Upun entering tho oflice of 
the Lauds and Works one uf the first 
official acts of Mr. Vernon, after 
strengthening the road-parties, was to 
dispatch an experienced engineer to 
examine andrei)ort ujjon the condition 
of the road. To defray the coat of 
necessary repaii's a toll of half-u-cont 
per lb. on all goods leaving Yale, and 
another balf-a-cent ou all goods pass- 
ing Ulinton, was imposed. The road 
was speedily made passable, and 
througiiout tile Province people began 
to felicitate themselves upun the jjio- 
spect of low rates of freight and eiiHv 
communication with thu interior. But 
tho patience uf the people and the en- 
ergy of the Chief Commissioner were 
abuut to be put to a severe strain. 
Suddenly , with scari;o a day's warning, 
the pent-up llooils in thu iiKjiuitaiiit, 
burst their icy fcttor.'s and caiue leap 
ing and tumbling into the bo.som of 
tho mighty Frasur. Swiftly and 
Btodily tlio liver ruse. Twenty, thirty, 
fifty, a hull Iri.nl fiioi of p^'i [(eiRlicular 
rise iiiarlnid in the caiiyoiiH. Sec- 
tions of tho load that had not before 
been submerged were thirty feet bu 
neatb the surface. Bridges that had 
withstood the shock oi freshets for 
fourteen years swayed beneath the 
pressur-j of the foaming torrent that 
beset them on all hi. lea and linally 
lojjplod and were swept away. l'';n- 
three weeks the flood continued; and 
when the waters began slowly and sul- 
lenly to subside, what a picture of 
ruin mot tho oye! For miles and miles 
tho road was deslroyed; stctiuns of 
tho decaying crib-work ht luealiied to 
tho Chief Couimissioner by his prede- 
cessor, and a score of bridges had dis- 
appeared. Orders were dispatched to 
the bosses to place the road in thorough 
and immediate repair. Bridge build- 
ers and laborers were engaged at Vic- 
toria by the Cliief Commissioner ami 
Bont to assist in the work. And tho 
exertions were so well directed that in 
a space of time that seemed from its 
shortness almost incredible, when the 
extent of the damage was considered, 
loaded teams rolled out of Yalo on tho 
way to Cariboo. The road for the 
first time in tl'ieo years was made bl- 
cure antl sale for travel, audat no time 
during the soasoii just closed has the 
rate charged for freight reached the 
rate charged in the summer of 1875, 
"'when the then Government, with 
• everything iu their iavor, sulferod tho 
^Bgooroad to fall into partial ruin and 



infltnted a gfevions tax 61i the unfor- 
tunate consumers. 

Tho fltory we have related'of tlio Cari- 
boo-Yale wagon road maj^ bo told with 
equal force of all roods in tho Province 
that have como under tho purview of the 
Lands & Works Dopartment. The Cas 
siar trail, left by Mr. Beaven in a slate of 
unrepair and impassability, baa become n 
crotlit to tho Province and an object of ad- 
miration to tho miners, who, in return fur 
tlio payment of a toll of ono cent per lb., 
have been enabled — through improved 
communications— to liavo tlioir goods 
freighted at a rate of from 3 to u 
cents per lb. less than they wererequired 
to pay under the old Oovernmen t. Snan- 
ich Peninsula, which in 1875 had S13G 
experded on its roads because it:) mem- 
ber opposed tho then Govornmout, lias 
had an expendituro of nerrly j?r4,()00 in 
1876; and but for n ditl'orenco of opinion 
amongst tho settlors as to tho host lino for 
a new section of road, which delayed tho 
contractor until the rainy weather bad sot 
in, the entire pouinsula would have been 
cured of it4 clironio complaint of bad 
roads 'ere thif. If wo go to Cowiehaii, 
Nanainio and Comox wo lind that tlio 
ssine oll'orts have beoo put forth tliero to 
improve tho roads. Tbe politics of tlio 
iiiembors of the districts have not caused 
one additional dollar to be spent or a sin- 
gle dollar to bo withhold. If wo turn to 
tbe collbrdain wo find it progressiiip as 
faht a-> the tides will permit. The collV'r- 
diiin was another legacy of tho lute Cliief 
Commissioner, who allowed cliafforing 
for a transfer of the contract to consume 
sevou ujoiitba of precious time, and loft 
ollico without a blow having been struck 
upon the great work. Turning agaiu to 
the MaiiiliLiid wo find the Westminster- 
Yale road, which wlu'ii Inindeti over by 
^Iv. Beaven wus dosiitiitu of biidges and 
nntraveliiblo, iu thorough repair. We 
lied a party exploring for a caitlo-tjail 
from Lillooet to Howe Sound, and an- 
(itiier party engaged in aaviag Quesnul 
bridge, which tho pigheadednesB of the 
late Chief CuuiiniHsionor jjut in the 
wrong ]daco, from destruction. Wln-n 
the prc^deuessors of tbo pro-out Govern- 
ment went out of ollico the Proviuciiil 
credit wus at a low ebb. Debentures were 
uusaleablu and commissions were paid 
for temporary relief. Tho Lands 
& Works JDepaitment owed a score of con- 
tractors for work already perfonuod, and 
the borrowing powers of the QovovniiKMit 
wore at au ond. At this moment we be- 
lieve wo are correct in saying that the 
credit of the Province never stood higher. 
No debentures have been disposed of at 
less than their face, and tbo eQorlnoa.^ 
financial Jiabililio< incurred through tho 
recklf'BM estravngauco of tlie former Clii^-f 
Commissiorier have ail been discharged. 



English Mail. 

In England, 1S05, there werel.-loO 
failures; in 18GG, 1,G10; in 18G7, 1,5G4, 
ami iu 18GS, 2,115, tho increase 
being duo to the continuation of the 
commercial depression caused by the 
crisis of 1866. In that year the Lan- 
cashire cotton mills began to work 
half time. In 18G9 there were 2,315 
suspensions, tbo increase being due to 
tbe anxiety of many small traders to 
take advantage of the expiring Bank- 
ruptcy Act. In 1870, under tho now 
law, there were fewer failures and 
comparatively fewer bankruptcies, but 
there were more liquidations by ar- 
rangement registered. In 1871 there 
were 1,122; in IS72, 1,32G, in which 
year the amount of I3ritish produce 
exported reached tho highest liguro 
ever known; in 1873, 1,7-lj; in IHTi, 
1,751; and in 1875, 1,720, making a 
grand total of 18,097. 

Mr. Valentine Baker, ex-Colonel of 
the lOtb Hussars, says tbe Whitehall 
"Keviow," is now regularly engaged 
at the War Cilice at Constantinople, 
and is bu.sy organizing a plan for the 
remodelling of the whole Turkish 
cavalry. If his scheme is followed 
out the (Ottoman mounted branch of 
tho service will become one of the 
liuost bodies of mounted troops in the 
world. Bart of the proposed scheme 
is that, at auy rate for some year.s to 
come, commands in both cavalry regi- 
mens and squadrons are only to he 
given to English oflicers.or to olTicers 
trained iu Engli.sh cavalry regiments, 
ft is believed that this arraiigeiiieiit 
will not only give employment to a 
eousidorabie number of half-pay En- 
glish cavalry officers in Turkey', but 
will also induce many young Turiish 
officers to come to England for train 
ing iu our cavalry regiments.

The Alliance with Itiiiilu— Hoir an At- 
leiiipt wul JU»d» to Ulvlde t^niopa. 

The Paris correspondent of tho 
"Pall Mall Gazette" writes: "A portion 
of the French jiress, because France 

was worsted in tho war with Germany, 
wishes this country to avoid taking any 
direct part iu tho Eastern question. 
Lord Chatham said, when the projects 
of Russia were but faintly developed, 
'With a man who cannot appreciate the 
interest of England iu preserving the 
Oltuman Emiiiro I will not argue.' 
Napoleon used similar laugua"o as 
regards Erenchmen; and wesbould re - 
member this. Alexander and Napoleon 
met <it Erfurth to divide Europe, the 
former oll'ered Albania, Bosnia, the 
iiorea, tho islands, and even Syria 
and Egyjit, for Cou.stantiiiople. Na- 
poleon, though ho uttaolied tho great- 
est impoitanco to tho llussiau alliance, 
though bent ou tbe conquest of Spain, 
though Austria was arming against 
him, and though he hated England, 
iefu.sed. lie said, when iu e.'cilo, 
'Alexander's thoughts were directed 
towaiil the con([iieHt of Turkey. \\'o 
had many discussions on the subject. 
At first I was pleaced with the pro- 
posals, thinking that in the interest of 
civilization the Turks should bo driven 
from Europe. But when I rellected 
upon tilt! conse(piencos, and saw what 
a trcinendoLis weight of jiower it 
would give to liussia, I refused to 
consent, for tho cqiailibrium of ])ower 
in Europe would have been destroveil. 
I rellect(;d that, with I'^gypt, S\iia, 
etj. , Fi ance wovld gain nothing in 
(" iin pai isoii to what would bo gami il 
by K issia. I cc^nsiilcred that llie 
Ijaibariaus of the North were allead^• 
to powerful, and pro'bably, in course 
of time, would overwhelm all .Europe, 
as I now tliiiil; they will. Austria 
ali( ady licnilile-; liussia and FiiiH.^ia 
nnilcd, An.stria falls, and I'higland 
cannot iiri;veijt it.' This (laiig(/r now 
tIn.eateiiH Faiice. Although desire- 
oiis of avoiding any comphcation 1 
must add that there is not a paper 
here wno^c' opinion is woith having 
wliicl; (Iocs Hot wiii(; in favor ot the 
iiitegiity ot tile Turlci.sli Fmpirc boiii;,' 
iiiaintuim d.

That wdiicli will 
he want mg to e; iver ill 1 (leiiiaiiil.'; will bii 
1 aid for the gre.it number of f.inulies who 
I will find Iheinselvos tluring the winter, 
I ami who at this moment are without 
means of subsistence. The GoverLnient 
iijiou entering into war called to arms all 
the able-bi idled men.

Hereditary Allies. 

• [London Tliues Correnpondenco.) 

Sir, — May I reply to your corres- 
pondent ou "Hereditary Allies," that 
Bussia is an older iilly than Tuikoy? 
The nucleus of tho llussian Company 
was cstablishod in Qiieou Mary's 
roiga. Under Henry VIII. we signed 
a bond with tho Christian Princes to 
oxpol tho Turks from Europe, (See 
Ilymor'a "Fredora.") Wo sang in our 
churches till the la&L century, "From 
Pope and Turk dofond us, Lord;" aud 
in I(il8, James VI. authorized a loan 
to Russia, which had just been ruined 
and Moscow burnt by a combined in- 
vasion of Poles and Grim Tartars. In 
James' letter to the Czar he writes 
that, "Loiiig informed of tho perplex- 
ed state of that famous country and 
people, exposed to iminiueut dnngor 
by invasion from its enoniies without 
and from intestine broils within, being 
not a little touched with a tender 
commiseration of the calamities of bo 
llourisliiug nil Empire," &g. In 1809 
when all l^uropo except Russia had 
combiiiod under Napoleon against us, 
tho French induced tho Turks, first, 
to forbid the Bosphorus to Russian 
and British merchant Tessols, and 
then to declare war against 
Russia wlioin wo had just 
strongly urged to tuiirch to tbo aid of 
Prmssia after her defeat nt Jena The 
Servians joined tho Kiissiaua against 
tho Turks, aud wore our allies, but 
could hardly be expected to under- 
stand tho political changes which 
followed the Treaty of Tilsit. We mndo 
no stipulation for thoiu when wo con- 
cluded peace with the Turks, so they 
iiuturally cluug to Russia, till sho 
wus forced by Napoleon's invas- 
ion of 1812 to restore Moldavia 
and Wallachia to Turkey, and to aban- 
don Servia at our special request, 
Napoleou's invasion being actuated by 
tho desire to force Russsia into n life 
aud death struggle with Groat Britain. 
Servia was accordingly overrun by a 
Turkish army, which flayed alive and 
impaled the valiant peasants who 
liad kept it at bay for six years, nud 
the Bosnians, to oacapo a similar fate, 
b' camo .Moslems. Iu 1813-14 tho 
Russian invasion of Germany drew oil' 
Napoleon's best troops from Spain, 
and enabled us to gain our most 
brilliant victories iu the Peninsula. 
Seven years earlier the Russian ad- 
vance to assist Austria at Austorlitz 
had compelled ."S^aiioloon to break up 
his camp at Boulogne, whence ha bad 
intended to luidio a lauding iu England. 
The Emperor Nicholas said that one of 
his earliest recollectious was being 
told by his mother not lo go to war 
with England, for sho was Russia's 
natural ally, and probably no ono 
intended it less than he did iu 1854.

Rusai.v's rovi;iiTy. — What ia tho na- 
tional debt of Russia ! Authorities 
diller widely, as might be expected 
from the obscurity in which llussian 
officialism has managed sufficiently to 
shroud tho entire subjcot, but it is 
possible lo reach appro.xiiuation to the 
truth. The "Jourual do St. Peters- 
burg" calls it i;2()2, 985,000 ,aud "Fonn 
ou the Funds" raises it to £355,000,000 
while other Ktatisticiana have placed it 
;it the portent' ous figure of £484,990,- 
UUO. First, Rui.siu jiossesses a silver 
rouble delit, and liabilities in sterling, 
iu Dutch llorins, and in francs, and a 
vastly dil'i'eroiit cnmijloxioii can be im- 
parted to the same figures by convert- 
ing them both into denomination. 
Thus, if all the rouble indebtedness is 
calculated in sterling at tho par value 
of 6J roubles to the XI, tho debt will 
appear some teii.s of millious larger 
than if wo take eight roubles as oijui- 
vuleut to the sovereign, which ia about 
tho existing exobangable value of the 
paper token. The London "Times" 
says: "ButifEussia waj ablo to pay 
her way in peace, oventH were soon to 
prove her iucompelonco to defray the 
expense of war. Russia's intervention 
iu Hungary — au insignificant exploit 
from a military point of view — added 
1U0,000,()00 roublos to the "billets de 
credit. " Xl the same time the facilities 
of exchaiiee were restricted. At St. 
Petershuig-, indeed, you were nomin- 
ally entit led to present any amount, 
but lit .Moscow no more than 3,000 
ruiibles wore cashed to the same per- 
son, everywhere else no more than 100 
roubles being accepted. In 1857, after 
the Crimean war was well over, tho 
" billets do credit" has riseu to 750,- 
001), 000 roubles — i. o., a sum thrco 
times as largo as that issued by all 
English banks taken together. As 
aiiotiior slight difference between the 
Russian and English systems, it may 
bo mentioned that tha Russians of 
that period had entirely suspended 
cashing their billets." 

The Widow and tiik Bouquet.— A 
pretty widow, whose husbanthas been 
dead several years, received a beauti- 
ful bouquet the other day. Tho man 
that sent it had been flying around her 
with an earnestness worthy of a dry 
goods clerk, and it was with extra 
delight he saw her pass his store that 
evening with the bouquet of flowers in 
hand.

Sad Reverse of Fortime. 



An inquest 1ms been hold at St Pancras 
on the body of Arthur French, aged Oij, 
who formerly held a high jiosition in the 
commercial world in Dublin, but wh j be- 
came reduced iu circumstancos aud died 
in St. Pancras Workhouse. Deceased's 
grandfather was aide-de-camp to theDuko 
of Kent, his uncle being a colonel com- 
mandant of tho (itli Dragoon Guards. 
Failing in businoLs somu years ago, de- 
ceased accepted a situation as clerk and 
book-koopor in Dublin, his two sons, un- 
der 20 years of ago, being put out iu sit- 
uations. Deceased became so poor that he 
dotorininod to go to London, and about 
six weeks ago ho started on the journey, 
accompanied by his two sons. On reach- 
ing Liverpool thoy had very little money, 
and could only alVord a railway faro to 
Birmingham, the remainder of tho journ- 
ey to tho metropolis being performed on 
foot, which occupied nearly a week, much 
privation being endured duriogthattime. 
On reaching London deceased was 
very wouk, although not actual- 
ly ill. Thoy slept in a' com- 
mon lodging liouso in London several 
nights, but deceased, growing ill, deter- 
mined to aii])ly for adniissiou to the Koyal 
Free Hosjdlul, which ho was told was for 
tho destitute sick only. lie then applied 
at tho Holborn Workliouso for admission 
to tho infirmary, with a liko result. He 
then applied to a doctor, who recommend- 
ed him to go to St. Pancras Workhouse, 
hut on his way thither he fell down in the 
street from sheer exhaustion, and had to 
be assisted to his jilaco of destination 
by one of his sons, who also wont with 
liini into the house, wheri) thoy were rea- 
dily received ou tho ovening of the 27tli 
ult., in a very exhausted enmlitinn. - 
ceased related his story to Dr. liill, the 
medical otlicor of the woikhoiise, uii<l said 
bo had not had enough to eat fi'r a long 
time, and for some days had suarcoly 
tasted anything. A vordict in accordance 
with tho medical ovidenco was agreed to, 
one juror expressing a belief that if de 
ceased had been attended to earlier liis 
life wotild have been spavod. —Livcrpoul 
Courier, Oct. 12.
